For years previous lo this deplorable war, 
there had been iu the codhtry two political 
parties, which, under the guise of hoHlll.y to 
each other, cooperated neverthehss iu the 

n.u is hut the legitimate culuiiuation of their 
joint endtavors. Both paiti. s— the Abolition 
and Ihe Secession— equally nought to dismem- 
ber the National Union, and the vexing sub- 
ject of slavery was chosen as the mutual in 
strument between them. For more than a 
quarter of a century their respective leaders 
exhibited consummate skill whilst playing 
"haud de-over" with the slavery qaestion, till 
the electricity, gathered in its rapid and fre- 
quent passage from baud to hand, burst forth 
lata the wild consuming fire which now, for 
near two years of blood aud battle, has been 
desolating ihe fields ot once prosperous Staler-. 
The Abolition party then, as now, sought, 
by word aud deed, to deepen the 
elements of estrangement between Ihc 
seciiciis, curbing the American Constilu 
lion as a "covenant with death and a league 
with hell," and constantly inteifcrlug wilh the 
wifcc guarantees of State equality which dls 
litiguish that noble chart; and tbe Secession 
Uu denounced it as a " let i d mass" that "stuuk 
iu thiir nostrils," whilst plotting a Southern 
Confederacy, its cot uti -stone to rest upon 
African slavery. The leaders of these iniqui- 
tcu< ori: <iilz-iiiou3 knew from the beginning 
that a deadly coi flict at bust must come be- 
tween ih in ; for Ihey plaiuly si\v how brobd 
and disliucl, on Ibis subject, might be drawn 
the liue of stctioual boMiliiy. Tbey wanted a 
ilivi-iuu in the natioual household, aud they 
wanted tbe bouse to fall.

Tbo 
Abolilioniels saw most plainly lhal the struggle 
must be long and b'oody, and Ihe surest means 
of achieving their cherished purpose, for tiny 
felt that its "tril lion" would at least seriously 
imiKiir an institution which Iht y hated in 
tensely — ending, pcrhajts, in tbe desti intiou 
of that instrument which for yean tbey had 
cursed and trampled in the dual.

The good and true men of Ihe na- 
tiou earnestly protested agaiust them, and pro 
phclically counseled amity and moderation, 
looking, as th.-y did, lo the maiulenancc Of 
Ihe t n on and the preservation of tbe Cou 
slitution. It was hoped, for a time, that 
their counsels were heeded, hut at last 
ihey seemed only as a dyke across the bed of 
a swelling stream, whose waters should finally 
brisk forth in overwhelming power — and, to- 
djy, Ihe tide ol passion and sectional hatred 
sweeps over every honored constitutional re 
siraiut.

Allhough from Alabama, I am stsU 
proud lo call myself a citizen of ihc United 
ttuies, to the U .vernmerit of whicb, and r.o 
other, will 1 aver giva allegiance, lam a fu- 
gitive aud a rclu^i e, aud have been such lor 
twelve mouth*, irom my home ; but I shall 
cherish iu tbe everlasiiug rei ords ol my mem- 
ory a proud sense of gratitude to the people of 
this city, who have treated me so kindly, aud 
lo the commillee who have honored me with 
sniovliaiiou lo addreda lo you a lew words 
this eveuing. 

As I come from the State of Alabama, the 
Stale ot Hie notorious traitor William L. Yan- 
cey, and ol tbe equally notorious Walker, you 
doubtless expect from me some idea of the 
birth and growth ol ibis gigautic rebellion. Us 
birth was to unholy politic il ambiliou, and its 
progress was iu disorder, dismay, aud a reigu 
ol terror I lived for forty three years in Ait 
bams; was always a good, law-abiding cili/.en, 
aud when the news ciiue lo us at iiuuisvdie 
that the Bute had nece-dcd, I uailed to my door 
thegloiious emblem of nationality, our be 
loved stars aud stripes, aud swore that il 
should rein aiu Ihere as loug as life remained 
in me, aud th..t ihose whosuould dare ailenipl 
its removal would do *o at the risk of deatD.

8< veral hundred Union refugees from Mont- 
gomery, Clarke, Madison, Bourbon and 
Fayelie counties, who left their hemes on ac- 
count of tbe approach of the r< bels, have ar- 
rived in this city. Among the nnmbcr are 
some of the leading Union men of Central 
Kentucky. We conversed with Mr. Bowren, 
Assessor tf In erual Revenue In Moutgoineiy 
and Clarke counties. He brought all of 
his papers with bim. The Assessrr of 
Bourbon county and tbe Clerk of the Clarke 
County Court also came dowu, bring- 
ing all their papers, r« cords, <fec. 
These ucntlemen think lb* re la uo 
doubt of the presence of the rebels In the 
8ta e. Bowrcu left Winchester al 8 o'clock on 
Saturday morning. Tbe rebels had not made 
their appearance at the place when he left, 
but shortly after his departure, he was over 
taken by friends, who inlormed him that the 
postmaster of Winchester and other promi- 
nent Uuion citizens of ibe town bad been ar- 
rested by the enemy. They had a strong force 
of pickets out, and a considerable Lumber of 
them moved down the Paris pike on Moudav. 
The report that there is a rebel force al. St. 
Hlci-llng is nufounded. The f rce at Win- 
chester came from Richmond, Ky. When 
they approai In d tbe 1 ater plane, three compa- 
nies of Uniou soldiers st ilioned there fell back 
to Lexington, after burning all tne Govern 
no nt stores they conld not carry wilh them.

The Ken u.-ky Cent ml Kail road h d not bf u 
cut aDywbere up to utne o'clock yesterday 
morning. The passenger train for Lexington 
weut out at tbe usual hour, and if it succeeds 
in getting through another train will be dis- 
patched. All of the rolling stock of tbe road, 
except what composts the train above alluded 
lo, and one locomotive aud thirty freigbt cars, 
is uow in this city, tbe company deeming it 
prudent to withdraw it as a precautionary 
measure. 

A number of the refugees who have arrived 
here, bfr. their home-sin such great haste, 
that their wardrobes are rather scanty lor the 
present cold weather. We saw oue gentleman 
who had uo vest on; another minus cravat; and

HOUSE. 

The House resumed the consideration of 
the bill to organize the National forces for no 
other purposes. 

Mr. CRITTENDEN made no professions of 
Ditrtonsm. The measure n*w propi.g rd was 
the natural result of ihe course ol policy pur- 
sued boa tbe beginning. Eighteen months 
ago it was here declared that ihe sole object t.f 
the war was to restore our countrv, and not 
subvert ihe institutions of any State, but de- 
piriure from this declaration bad ctused di 
vision", and men hid lost heart because of the 
nidations ef the Constitution and the issuing 
of the Emai cipation proclamation. 

The people would not volunteer to free 
slav. 3. The only remedy was to mike a na- 
ti n il, not a sectional war. The negro troops 
wire a source of weakness rather than of 
power. White men would not fight in this

pind by Hmiutiou, the House proceeded to 
vote oa the amendments and adopted one 
coufiuicg the terms of service to the present 
rebellion not however to exceed three years.

Mr. COX moved to confine the conscription 
lo white citizens : r< jeered.

scrupulous against bearing arms, and who 
shall declare, on oath or affirmation, that such 
has been their religious principles for three 
years : rejected. - 

Mr. W1CKL1FFE offered an a»en,im nt 
that the men thus called into service, shall be 
by the Governors of the States organized into 
companies and regiments, with officers to com- 
mand them appointed by the authority of each 
State, according to the provisions of the Cou- 
stitut on and laws thereof, and of the Consti- 
tution of the United Slates ; rejeotcd— 55 to 

The one hour devoted to offering amend- 
ments having expired, many amendments be- 

iug excluded, the Houte proceeded to dispose 
of the pending motion of Mr. HOLMAN to 
strike out the 13.h section relative to pro- 
viding substitutes— a negleet to do so subject- 
ing ihe delinquent to arreat and trial as a de- 
serter.

Henry was, when fairhj iitU>-pretid,\u viola- 
tion of the article of War. He spoke briefly 
and earnestly in favor of Colonel McH nry.

SPEED'S ruuarks, made on yesterday. He 
would ask the Scuate to excuse him from vot- 
iug on this qnes'.iou, owing to his relationship 
t > th. gentleman who is referred to in the re- 
port and resolutions under c ms der aion.

Th« Gucrbiixas on Cumberland River - We 
published yesterday morning an abstract from the 
memoranda of the steamer Huntress, and we give 
this morning some items from the

the Dove. These boats passed Palmyra on the 
10th. Our regular war correspondent at Clarks 
ville, writing on the9«st, gives a statement in ref 
erence to the Atlantic, which we nave no donbt is 
reliable, as he is in a position to know. We pub- 
lish it hero as It Is mostly ioteresting to river 
men : 

The Cumberland is swollen high within its banks, 
and rells proudly onward in its huge proportions 
a mighty, dashing river. 

An uncalled-for fear is now felt along tbe river 
Everv trivial circumstance is magnified Into a 
"cock and bull story. ' A Uuye fleet has been lav 
ing for several days at Fort HsnaaliaV rearin - to 
venture up the river. Thursday Col. Bruce Tele- 
graphed below that the bunks were clear, and for 
the fleet to come np. The Atlantic- got nnder way 
and made the venture. Came boluly up as far as 
Palmyra, when it suddenly put about, and stenui. d 
In all haste down the river, liking the miraculous 
teport to Fort Donelson that she had h. eu fired 
into, snd saw a f .rce or Ave hundred rebels uimhi 
the banks. The truth of the matter was simply 
this : A small party had been sent from her.- i . 
Palmyra to repair the telegraph line, and seeine 
the Atlantic corning up tue river, live of them 
went to the river bank to see her pass. 

While they were standing there, one of the sol 
diers back at the railroad discharged his gnn at a 
hog, and so alarmed the steamer, or thor-e on bo .rd 
that immediately she started on her return, with a 
very large story to report to the anxious and vigi- 
lant of Fort Donelson. The 'operator at Clarkes- 
ville was sitting by his instrument about the time 
the story was being circulated in Donelson, and 
took Col. Harding's di-patch from the wires, then 
being transmitted to Col Lowe. He said that the 
Atlantic had started up the river; had been fired 
into at Palmyra; saw sqme five hundred rebe'.t up- 
on the river bank, and he believed that the rebeis 
had been tampering with the wires— intimating 
that the dispatch from Colonel Uruce. stating that 
there wss no danger on the river, and for the deet 
to come up, was of rebel origin, designing to draw 
the transports Into a trap, and their destruction 
So firmly did they believe that the rebels had pos- 
session of the line, that it took all day yesterday 
to convince them of their error. Col. Bruce tele- 
giaphed them the facta in relation to the scare at 
I'almyra, but they replied that they knew the 
rebel game, and would hang ns ill when thev had 
the pleasure of catching us. Te-ts of every kind 
were given, and it was only after twelve hours of 
patient labor that we convinced them that we 
were really Yankees. 

Finding that they had been sold, the deet started 
up, arriving here to-night, and is laying at t he- 
landing now. It will proceed on up the river in 
tne morning. It consists of some thirty vessels, 
conveyed by the gunboats Springfield and I at.- 1 ' 
Lilly, I believe.
